Morris  was  educated  at  the 
Universities  of  Oxford  and 
Manchester.  He  became  a  Re¬ 
search  Fellow  of  Nuffield  Col¬ 
lege,  Oxford,  where  he  did  doc¬ 
toral  research  in  the  field  of 
labour  relations.

The  records  were  going  to  be  moved  to  Uie 
new  barn  Saturday.  Tlie  animals,  daii'y 
equipment,  and  machinery  would  have 
been  transferred  to  tlie  newly  constructed 
barn  this  week  ,  .  . 

■  But  a  raging  blaze  which  leveled  the  old 
Northwest  Missouri  Slate  College  dairy 
buildings  interfered,  with  a  resulting  loss 
of  equipment  and  machinery  estimated  at 
?40,000.  The  buildings  and  cattle  losses 
have  not  been  estimated.  Nineteen  pime- 
bred  heifers,  one  cow,  over  100  hens,  and 
over  1,000  bales  of  hay  were  lost. 

Tlie  dairy  farm  was  reputed  to  have  one 
of  the  best  Jersey  herds  in  this  area. 


Besides  the  intangible  loss  to  the  agri¬ 
cultural  farm,  irreplacable  i-ecords  of  reg- 
isti’ation  and  farm  production  records 
went  up  hi  the  ironical  catostrophe. 

Further  irony  was  revealed  when  an¬ 
nouncement  was  made  that  the  recently 
completed  tile-block  silo,  still  a  new  sight 
on  campus,  will  have  to  be  razed  because 
it  was  extensively  damaged.  A  calf  shed 
near  the  barn  was  also  destroyed  by  the 
early  morning  holocaust. 

The  cause  of  the  blaze  is  as  yet  un¬ 
determined,  according  to  Dr.  John  Beeks, 
head  of  the  NWMSC  Agriculture  Depart¬ 
ment.

Tliat’s  fairly  good,  consider¬ 
ing.  ... 

Considering  tlie  unfortunate 
seeding  of  Ron  James  and  A1 
Borkowski.  Bolh  drew  the  1967 
champions  in  the  first 
I’ound  .  .  . 

Considering  the  fact  that  Bill 
Rex  lacked  21  seconds  of  rid¬ 
ing  time  that  could  have  put 
him  in  the  finals  .  .  . 

Considering  Paul  Stehman 
lost  by  one  point  in  the  quar¬ 
ter-finals  to  the  second  -  place 
finisher. 

Even  with  crippling  factors, 
three  placed  higli  in  the  tour¬ 
ney.  James  earned  a  11111x1 
place,  Stehman  a  fourtli,  and 
Rex  a  fifth.  James  and  Steh¬ 
man  are  now  1967  '  NCAA 
Coaches’  All  -  Americans. 

James  was  pinned  by  Seal  of 
Portland  State  .College  in  4:33 
during  the  first  round.  Then  he 
wrestled  back  and  won  9-4, 
pinned  in  the  first  period,  pin¬ 
ned  in  the  second  period,  and 
then  crushed  Lambe  of  Oneana 
College  7-0  to  capture  third 
place. 

Stehman  walked  over  his 
first  competitor  13-2,  then  lost 
7-6  to  Bond  of  Stale  College  of 
Iowa  in  the  quarter  finals.  The 
sophomore  then  won  5-0  in 


overtime,  beat  last  year’s  sec¬ 
ond-place  finisher  7-0,  and  lost 
3-2  in  overtime.  Locked  hands 
in  his  final  match  cost  Steh¬ 
man  a  point  and  a  possible  vic¬ 
tory. 

Rex  muscled  his  way  to  the 
semi  -  finals  by  winning  3-2 
and  12-1.  Then  he  suffered  a 
set  back  by  lacking  21  seconds 
of  riding  time  which  would 
have  tied  the  match  4-4.  He 
then  lost  in  the  wrestle-back  8-2 
before  winning  5-3. 

Rich  Downing  and  A1  Bor¬ 
kowski  also  competed  in  the 
tournament.  Downing  lost  10-4, 
but  his  opponent  lost  in  the 
quarterfinals;  therefore,  Down¬ 
ing  was  unable  to  compete  in 
the  wrestle-backs.  Borkowski 
lost  10-2  to  the  champion  and 
lost  his  first  wrestlerback  by 
one  point. 

Stehman  and  James  join  Lon¬ 
nie  Wieland  and  A1  Packer  in 
the  group  of  NWMSC  All-Amer¬ 
icans.  Both  Stehman  and  Rex 
are  sophomores  and  will  have 
two  more  cracks  at  the  na¬ 
tional  championship. 

“Conditioning  played  an  im¬ 
portant  factor  in  this  tourna¬ 
ment,”  Coach  Landwer  noted. 
“They  did  an  outstanding  job 
in  wi’estle-backs.  James  was 


on  the  mat  four  times  Satur¬ 
day  afternoon  and  won  every 
match.”

Coach  Landwer  Sets  Record 
In  Guiding  Winning  Teams; 
Team  Sets  Top  Recordings 


As  wrestling  coach  Jerry' 
Landwer  hands  the  mat  reins 
to  assistant  coach  Gary  Col¬ 
lins,  he  retires  as  tlie  top  win¬ 
ning  coach  in  school  history. 

Coach  Landwer  had  a  61-6 
dual  meet  record  over  a  span 
of  five  years  at  NWMSC  and 
a  .917  winning  percentage.  This 
mark  surpasses  the  .872  record 
held  by  Hank  Iba,  now  basket¬ 
ball  coach  and  athletic  dii’ec- 
tor  at  Oklahoma  State.  Iba 
was  the  basketball  mentor 
here  from  1929-33  and  posted  a 
99-15  accumulative  record. 

Coach  Landwer  lias  nev¬ 
er  lost  to  a  Missouri  school 
in  his  five  years  as  mat 
coach.  Against  Big  -  Eight 
teams,  he  has  a  17-1  rec¬ 
ord,  the  lone  defeat  going 
to  a  nationally  -  ranked 
Iowa  State  earlier  this 
year.  Landwer’s  teams 
have  also  won  five  Grace- 
land  championships. 

Coach  Collins  is  a  former 
AU  -  American  from  Graceland 
College.  In  his  junior  year,  the 
newly  -  appointed  head  coach 
was  second  in  the  NIAA  at  177. 

Only  three  seniors  will  be 
lost  from  the  young  1966-67 
squad,  Ron  James,  152;  Gary 
Grimes,  145,  and  Doug  Min¬ 
nick,  heavyweight.  James,  a 
strong  NWMSC  Wrestling  Hall 


of  Fame  candidate,  has  a  Gl] 
record  over  four  years  and  h, 
won  the  Outstanding  Wrestk 
Award  in  the  Graceland  Tout 
nament  and  MIAA  ConferoncI 
Meet  twice  and  the  All-Missoi 
ri  Tournament  once.  James] 
now,  an  All  -  American  aftei 
placing  third  in  the  NCAA  Fi| 
nals  last  week,  also  placei 
fifth  in  the  nation  as  a  junior] 
Grimes  received  high 
praise  from  Coach  Land- 
wer  as  one  who  has  ability 
blit  “jiiSt  was  the  wrong 
size.”  Grimes,  a  M5-  or 
152  -  pounder  met  strong 
competition  from  James 
and  Rex,  but  often  wres¬ 
tled  above  his  weight,  lie 
placed  third  at  Graceland 
in  the  177-pound  class. 
Minnick  is  one  of  tlie  light¬ 
est  heavyweights  in  the  confer¬ 
ence  and  often  had  a  ton  of  fun 
glaring  him  in  the  eyes.
